COMMERCIAL  COURSE 


Our  school  takes  pride  in  possessing  one  of  the  outstanding  commercial 
departments  in  Eastern  North  Carolina.  The  course,  which  is  set  up  on 
the  vocational  level,  is  designed  to  prepare  the  students  to  be  future  steno- 
graphers, secretaries,  and  bookkeepers.  A  student  must  complete  sixteen 
units  to  graduate  from  the  Commercial  Course  with  four  units  of  English, 
two  units  of  mathematics,  two  units  of  history,  two  units  of  typing,  one 
unit  of  science,  one  unit  of  physical  education  and  health,  one-half  unit 
of  office  practice.  Those  students  taking  the  stenographic  course  must 
have  two  units  of  stenography  and  one  unit  of  bookkeeping.  Students  taking 
the  bookkeeping  course  must  have  two  units  of  bookkeeping.  Electives  may 
be  taken  to  supplement  the  required  subjects. 


GENERAL  COURSE 


One  of  the  courses  offered  to  students  at  Grainger  High  School  is  the 
General  Course.  This  course  is  not  designed  to  prepare  a  student  for 
college,  but  it  offers  a  wide  range  of  options  to  the  student,  allowing  him 
to  select  subjects  which  will  enable  him  to  earn  a  living  after  he  graduates 
from  high  school.  Four  units  of  English,  two  units  of  science,  one  unit 
of  mathematics,  one  unit  of  physical  education  and  health,  one  unit  of 
history,  and  one  unit  of  Junior  Business  Training — these  are  the  basic 
requirements  for  completion  of  the  General  Course.  Other  units  are  required 
in  the  fields  of  Home  Economics,  Mechanical  Drawing,  Industrial  Arts, 
and  Auto  Mechanics. 
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COLLEGE  PREPARATORY  COURSE 


Grainger  High  School  has  an  excellent  College  Preparatory  Course. 
It  offers  a  wide  variety  of  subjects  to  students  who  are  preparing  for  college 
work.  The  requirements  in  this  course  differ  greatly  from  those  in  the 
other  two.  Four  units  of  English,  three  and  one-half  units  of  mathematics, 
two  units  of  science,  two  units  of  history,  two  units  of  a  foreign  language, 
and  one  unit  of  physical  education  and  health  are  required.  To  obtain  the 
sixteen  and  one-half  units  needed  for  graduation,  the  student  must  take 
electives  to  supplement  the  required  subjects.  Among  the  electives  offered 
are  trigonometry,  solid  geometry,  journalism,  and  oral  English.  In  any 
course  electives  may  be  chosen  from  the  required  subjects  of  any  other 
course.  All  tenth  grade  students  take  driver  training  under  any  program 
of  study.
